1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone 
interview with Paul Fattibene on 12/20/04. 

The application has been amended as follows: Revise claims 1 and 17 as 
shown on the attached sheets. Also, revise the abstract as shown on the 
attached sheet. 

2. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner 
and agreed upon by applicant: The drawings appear informal mostly because some 
of the numerals are hard to read. Examiner recommends numerals not be written 
in by hand. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, applicant must make 
these above agreed upon drawing changes. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
combinations in claims 1,12 and, 15 especially the socket opening that receives 
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the bridge. Also in these claims, the locking land in the socket that extends into 
the gap. Regarding claim 17, a gap between the lamp base and bridge and a 
portion of the socket can extend into the gap. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should 
preferably accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled

4. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Howard teaches a lamp base and pins but no bridge 
between the pins. Sambonet teaches a bridge and socket but no gap between the 
bridge and lamp base. Garver teaches pins and socket but once again no gap 
between a bridge and lamp surface. Nagase et al teaches a socket that receives a 
lamp but no gap between a bridge and lamp surface. Chang teaches a socket, pins 
and lamp base but no gap between bridge and base that receives a portion of the 
socket. Tseng teaches a gap between a bridge and lamp base but no portion of the 
socket extends into the gap.
